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The DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, con- 
structed of Indiana limestone at a cost of 
$9,500,000, was designed along classical 
Greek lines with stone carvings and sculp- 
tured motifs. Its great Hall and Main Lobby 
are particularly impressive features and 
visitors may experience being fingerprinted. 
Facing Pennsylvania Avenue, it covers the 
entire block from 9th to 10th Streets. 




THE WASHINGTON MONUMENT is 
555 feet high, commemorating the great- 
ness of Washington. His widow acquiesced 
to its erection only from "a sense of public 
duty." The implements used in laying the 
cornerstones in 1848 were those used by 
Washington in the laying of the corner- 
stone of the nation’s Capitol in 1793. 



The AMERICAN RED CROSS building 
is the national headquarters of this great 
organization. It contains many things of in- 
terest to visitors. The Mora painting, a 
composite picture of several hundred Ameri- 
can Red Cross Workers, is justly famous as 
is the Memorial Window of favrile glass. 
It is a dignified building of white marble 
with spacious lawns and a pillared portico. 









The ARCHIVES BUILDING boasts the 
largest doors in the world. They are 49 feet 
high and built of solid bronze. One of the 
most beautiful of new buildings fronting on 
Constitution Avenue, it was erected at a 
cost of $12,000,000 to guard and preserve 
rare manuscripts, papers and documents of 
the United States Government. 






This model figure, designed to be trans- 
posed into two identical stone figures and 
placed on the terrace in front of the Federal 
Trade Commission Building, W.P.A. Sculp- 
tor Michael Lantz. of New Rochelle, N. Y., 
was awarded $45,000 as winner of contest 
in which 247 artists participated under the 
anonymous merit-system competition spon- 
sored by the Procurement Division of Paint- 
ing and Sculpture, Treasury Department. 
The design stands approximately 15 feet 
high and 7 Vi feet long. 



Tennessee marble of a soft pinkish hue 
was chosen for the exterior of the $10,- 
000,000 NATIONAL GALLERY OF ART, 
which houses the great $50,000,000 art 
collection given to the American people by 
Andrew W. Mellon. "The Madonna of the 
House of Alba," by Raphael, which is re- 
garded as the glory of the great collection, 
and many other famous paintings by the 
old masters are part of the collection. This 
is said to be the largest marble building in 
the world. 



ADMINISTRATION BUILDING, De- 
partment of Agriculture. This building com- 

f >letes the original group design, the two 
aboratory wings having been completed in 
1906. The exterior is of white Georgia 
marble. The facade facing the Mall consists 
of a rusticated basement carrying through 
the first story, surmounted by an imposing 
series of detached Corinthian columns. 



The INTERSTATE COMMERCE COM- 
MISSION BUILDING is, in general, an 
office building for the clerical forces of the 
Commission. The central wing of the group 
is of a monumental character and provides 
a large meeting room with a capacity of 
1,800. There are also a number of smaller 
meeting rooms in close proximity. In the 
basement floor of this unit there is a cafe- 
teria for the use of the employees which 
scats about 700. 




The STATE. WAR AND NAVY BUILD- 
ING is considered by some the one archi- 
tectural blunder among Washington’s pub- 
lic buildings, although other authorities 
think it should be retained as an example 
of the architecture of the period. In this 
building may be seen the quaint winged arm 
chair in which Thomas Jefferson sat as he 
wrote the Declaration of Independence. 
Many official documents are also kept here. 



The APEX BUILDING, home of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, gets its name from 
being the Apex of the Federal Triangle. Of 
modified classic design, constructed of gran- 
ite and limestone, the building was author- 
ized by the Public Works Administration 
to be constructed at the cost of S3, 665, 000 
after plans by Bennett, Parsons and Frost, 
architects. 




The NATIONAL PHARMACEUTICAL 
BUILDING, of pure white marble, was de- 
signed by John Russell Pope, and built on 
solid rock. It is headquarters for the Na- 
tional Pharmaceutical Association, with a 
complete scientific library representing 150 
years of progress in American pharmacy, 
and modern research laboratories On Con- 
stitution Avenue, just north of the Lincoln 
Memorial. 



Famous Bartholdi Fountain in BOTANI- 
CAL GARDENS is the work of Frederick 
Auguste Bartholdi, the sculptor who de- 
signed the Statue of Liberty in New York 
Harbor. The main approach is on Maryland 
Avenue at the head of The Mall and the 
southwest corner of the Capitol Grounds. 
Notable horticultural displays have been at- 
tained, including the finest groupings of 
Azaleas extant. Bromelius unsurpassed in 
the United States, and many spectacular 
examples of cacti, orchids, palms and papyri. 



The DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 
opened in 1932, occupies a prominent loca- 
tion on the edge of the Federal triangle. 
Extends from E Street to Constitution Ave- 
nue and from 14 th to 15 th Streets. Cos: of 
building was $17,000,000. This building 
houses the Bureau of Air Commerce, Bureau 
of Census, Coast and Geodetic Survey, Bu- 
reau of Fisheries, Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, Bureau of Lighthouses, 
Bureau of Marine Inspection and Naviga- 
tion and Patent Office. 



The SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTION oc- 
cupying a prominent location on the Mall, 
midway between the Capitol and the Monu- 
ment, is an oddly assorted group of build- 
ings. Here may be found the largest and 
most important collection in the world re- 
lating to natural history’, ethnology, geology, 
and palenontology of the United States, as 
well as intensive collections of scientific 
objects from other countries. 



The theater in the FOLGER SHAKE- 
SPEARE LIBRARY is designed to repro- 
duce the most adaptable features of famous 
theaters of Shakespeare's time. The Folger 
Shakespeare collection is the largest and 
most outstanding in the world, containing 
over 100,000 pieces valued at more than 
$4,000,000. Included is a great quantity 
of manuscript material, more than 8,000 
paintings, drawings, engravings, etchings, 
costumes and many other memorabilia of 
noted players, properties and souvenirs. 




ARLINGTON MEMORIAL BRIDGE, 
completed at a cost of $14,750,000, is the 
realization of President Andrew Jackson’s 
dream, a fitting symbol of the union of the 
North and South It is 2,130 feet in length 
and connects the Lincoln Memorial with 
the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier, the 
Amphitheatre, the Lee Mansion at Arling- 
ton National Cemetery’ and offers direct ac- 
cess to the new memorial road to Mt. Ver- 
non, to the Lee Highway and the Southland. 



THE U. S. CAPITOL — L’Enfant chose 
the most prominent eminence for the loca- 
tion of the "Federal House”, so styled by 
the early fathers, and connected that spot 
by broad avenues with all existing roads. 
George Washington laid the cornerstone 
in September, 1793, when he was Most 
Worshipful Master of Alexandria Lodge, 
A. F. & A. M. 




The LEE HOUSE, situated in the grounds 
of Arlington National Cemetery, on die 
brow of a hill overlooking the Potomac and 
the city, is the former home of General 
Robert E. Lee. This house was built in 1802 
by George Washington Parke Custis. adopted 
son of George Washington. On his death it 
passed into the hands of his son-in-law, 
General Robert E. Lee. 



The architectural treatment of UNION 
STATION, one of the finest railway sta- 
tions in the world, was drawn from the 
famous triumphal arches of ancient Rome. 
Its concourse is 769 feet in length in which 
it is claimed fifty thousand people can 
stand. It is also said to be the largest un- 
broken space in the world under one roof. 



For the WHITE HOUSE George Wash- 
ington laid the cornerstone with full Ma- 
sonic ceremonies in 1792. It was not com- 
pleted until 1800, first housing John and 
Abigail Adams. In 1815 British vandals 
left only the walls standing, Mrs. Madison 
escaping with many official papers. It was 
rebuilt and refurnished and again occupied 
in 1818. In 1949 President Truman moved 
to the Blair House to remain until exten- 
sive repairs were completed. 




MOUNT VERNON is America's most sa- 
cred shrine to Liberty and Patriotism. Here 
lie the ashes of the nation’s first and great- 
est President. The old mansion in which 
he died has been restored and in it have 
been collected ancient pictures and furni- 
ture as near as may be like the days when 
Washington and his family lived within its 
walls. 



The LIBRARY OF CONGRESS is a pala- 
tial building of Italian Renaissance style 
and was completed in 1897. The original 
Library was burned, together with the Capi- 
tol, by the British in 1814. Its ultimate 
capacity is estimated at 4,500,000 volumes. 
In this building may be seen the original of 
the Constitution of the United States and 
the Declaration of Independence. 



THE PENTAGON BUILDING— Center 
of the global efforts of the War Department, 
headquarters of the Secretary of War. the 
commanding generals and the thousands of 
army personnel required in the vast machin- 
ery of war. A modern miracle of construc- 
tion, this gigantic building is just across the 
Potomac river from Washington. As its 
name implies, it is a five-sided structure. 
Five stories high and almost a mile around, 
it is reputed to be one of the largest office 
buildings in the world. 



The SCOTISH RITE TEMPLE is the 
home of the Supreme Council, Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry for 
the Southern Jurisdiction Of the United 
States and is universally conceded to be the 
most beautiful building devoted to frater- 
nalism in the world. It was modeled after 
one of the Seven Wonders of the World, 
the "Mausoleum of Halicarnassus," in 
Asia Minor. 






NAVAL MEDICAL CENTER, BETHES- 
DA, MD., comprises the U. S. Naval Hos- 
pital Navy Medical and Dental Schools, 
Medical Research Institute and the Hospital 
Corps School for Waves. Dedicated by 
President Roosevelt on Aug. 31, 1942, that 
date having been chosen because it marked 
the 100th anniversary of the establishment 
of the Navy's Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery. 




The INTERNAL REVENUE BUILDING 
is located on Constitution Avenue between 
10th and 12th Sts., N.W. The cornerstone 
was laid on May 20, 1929, by Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon. This $10,000,000 
structure houses all units of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau that were heretofore lo- 
cated in ten different buildings. 




The WAR COLLEGE is a great brick 
building, located on low-lying land, almost 
on the river level. This building is best 
seen from Haines' Point, the cherry-bordered 
drive along the Potomac. It prepares officers 
for important general staff duties. It con- 
tains plans for the successful prosecution 
of war. Its students are highly selected men, 
averaging about 46 years of age. 



In Rock Creek Cemetery in a shaded grove 
is a superb bronze STATUE BY ST. GAU- 
DENS, made by him for the tomb of the 
wife of Henry Adams, great grandson of 
our second president. One of the finest of 
his works — the sculptor himself said, look- 
ing at it a few years after it was finished, 
remarking that he would change nothing if 
he could — save perhaps a fold at the knee. 



The POST OFFICE BUILDING, known 
as the Benjamin Franklin Station, occupies 
a unique position in the development of the 
' Triangle." Its northern facade, is on Penn- 
sylvania Avenue while its easterly facade, on 
Twelfth Street, forms the westerly side of 
the large Circular Plaza, facing the new 
Revenue Building. The architectural treat- 
ment throughout, though monumental in 
character, is simple and dignified. 



In the BUREAU OF ENGRAVING are 
printed Government bonds, national cur- 
rency, postage and revenue stamps. The 
process of engraving and printing the cur- 
rency is surrounded by every precaution and 
an elaborate system of receipting is rigidly 
carried out. Its weird green and lavender 
lights reflected in the Tidal Basin of Po- 
tomac Park, are a beautiful sight at night. 



The U. S. SUPREME COURT, completed 
in 1935, is located in the square east of the 
Capitol, facing the U. S. Senate chamber. It 
is constructed of marble and stone in Corin- 
thian style, characterized by approximate 
simplicity and quiet dignity. The appropria- 
tion authorized by Congress for its erection 
totaled $9,740,000. This is the permanent 
location of the United States Supreme Court 
which has been in existence over 143 years 





The U.S. TREASURY, although twice de- 
stroyed by fire, once by the British in 1815 
and again in 1833, stands today a structure 
of great beauty modeled in the classic style 
of architecture. On the Treasury are su- 
perb pillars, copies of those of the Temple 
of Minerva. Visitors have liberal access to 
the building. 



The FEDERAL RESERVE BUILDING is 
a four-story building for the Board, com- 
pleted in 1937. The building, designed by 
Paul Cret, architect of the Folger Library 
and the Pan American Union, is a part of 
the architectural scheme for a harmonious 
group of public and semi-public buildings 
in proximity to the Lincoln Memorial. The 
building, simple in mass and detail, is of 
white Georgia marble. 




MEMORIAL CONTINENTAL HALL, 
National Headquarters of the D.A.R., con- 
tains a fine genealogical Library, an early 
American Museum, and rooms furnished by 
the different States as examples of that pe- 
riod. The Auditorium, designed for the So- 
ciety's Annual Continental Congress, is at 
the disposal of the U. S. Government, and 
many historic events, notably the Plenary 
Sessions of the Conference on Limitation 
of Armaments, have been held within its 
walls. 




The JEFFERSON MEMORIAL, located 
near the Tidal Basin, is of Vermont marble 
on the outside with interior of Georgia 
marble, and ceiling of Indiana limestone. 
Of classic architecture with rounded dome 
and round columns, the entire Memorial is 
somewhat reminiscent of the rotunda of the 
University of Virginia. 



The U. S. CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 
which stands at Connecticut Avenue and H 
Street, overlooking historic Lafayette Park, 
is the most influential of American business 
organizations. It is composed of about 1,800 
separate business associations and was con- 
structed at the cost of $3,000,000 by sub- 
scriptions from the business men of the 
country. Its membership numbers 900,000. 





The PAN-AMERICAN BUILDING was 
built at a total cost of $1,000,000, which 
was raised by twenty-one American nations 
which form the Union, and a large per- 
sonal contribution from Andrew Carnegie. 
The building represents the union for com- 
mercial, political and peaceful purposes of 
the republics of South and North America, 
and gives a headquarters at the same time 
for formal and informal functions of Pan- 
American nature. 




The CATHEDRAL OF STS. PETER 
AND PAUL is a magnificent Episcopal 
cathedral, only a part of which has been 
completed, and stands on the height of St. 
Alban. Its towers will be beacons of wel- 
come to those of all sects, as one of its 
tenets is the uniting in one church the 
people of God of all ages. The foundation 
stone was laid September 29, 1907. 



THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY OF 
AMERICA was founded by Pope Leo XIII 
and is controlled by the Catholic Bishops 
of the United States. The schools affiliated 
with the University number 375, with a 
total of 3,581 students. The new John K. 
Mullen Memorial Library illustrated, con- 
tains about 240,000 volumes. 



The LINCOLN MEMORIAL is centered 
on a straight line from the Capitol directly 
through the Washington Monument. This 
greatest of all memorials is an impressive 
sight. It is composed of thirty-six colon- 
nades, representing the thirty-six states in 
the Union at the time of Lincoln’s assassi- 
nation, and contains a superb seated statue 
of Lincoln by Daniel Chester French. 



The NATIONAL ACADEMY OF SCI- 
ENCES stands at the extreme western end 
of Constitution Avenue, facing Potomac 
Park and the Lincoln Memorial. Designed 
to advise the government on scientific mat- 
ters and to stimulate research, lay tourists 
have been provided with an opportunity 
to examine some of the mysteries of mod- 
ern science in glass cases. The facade is of 
white Dover marble and is accented by 
window motifs in green bronze. Future 
expansion is allowed in the plans. 




The new INTERIOR DEPARTMENT 
BUILDING completed and formally opened 
in January 1937, stands on a site of two 
square blocks and covers more than 5 acres. 
In contrast with the administrative build- 
ings in the Triangle group, the New In- 
terior Building is simple and modern in de- 
sign. The only ornamental features are the 
seals of the Thirteen Original Colonies on 
the south facade. 



The MEMORIAL AMPHITHEATRE, one 
of the noblest structures in the world, is 
situated in the Arlington National Cemetery, 
overlooking the Potomac River and Wash- 
ington. In this amphitheatre were held the 
final services for the Unknown Soldier, 
whose remains lie in a marble tomb shown 
on the plaza overlooking the city. The am- 
phitheatre is circular in shape and open to 
the sky with fifty-six enclosing columns. 



The NATIONAL MUSEUM is one of 
Washington’s largest public buildings and 
contains what is probably the most valu- 
able collection of natural history specimens 
to be found in the world. Among the pop- 
ular exhibits are Orville Wright’s famous 
Kitty Hawk plane and Charles Lindbergh s 
"Spirit of St. Louis.” 



THE FAMOUS CHERRY TREES in East 
and West Potomac Park on three sides of 
the Tidal Basin are the Western group of 
the exotic Japanese cherry trees. Both the 
single and double blossom varieties are in- 
cluded among the 1300 trees whose delicate 
and colorful beauty attracts hundreds of 
thousands of visitors each year. Newspapers 
herald the event, upoa advice of horticul- 
tural experts in the Department of Agri- 
culture. 




THE CORCORAN ART GALLERY was 
founded and endowed by Wm. W. Corcoran 
in 1869 as a gift to the public. The struc- 
ture is of white Georgia marble on a lower 
section of pink granite. The biennial exhi- 
bitions of contemporary American paint- 
ings at the Corcoran Gallery have been 
called the most thoroughly representative 
group of showings of native art in America. 



The Main Store of FRANK R. JELLEFF, 
Inc., on fashionable F Street in down-town 
Washington, is supplemented by four sizable 
branches — in Shirlington in nearby Vir- 

f ;inia, in Bethesda and Silver Spring. Mary- 
and, and on Upper Connecticut Avenue. 
All are favorite shopping rendezvous for 
women, misses, juniors and teen-agers. Mail 
orders are sent to all parts of the world. 
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
